“The Smith-Hughes teacher should 
become an expert in the branches of | 
agriculture of importance in his dis-| 
trict. Study the crops and crop 
conditions, learn from the successful 
farmers of their methods, ask ad- 
vice of all who are familiar with 
your territory. Gradually you will be 
consulted by those who have been 
advising you. Your technical train- 
ing will help you solve for them 
the problems that they cannot an- 
swer. . 

“Help to improve rural sialon: 
teach ‘improved methods of sanita- 
tion; encourage the making beauti- 
ful of home surroundings. 


“As your department expands, get 
as your assistants experts in some 
line in which your community is in- 
terested. At Chaffey, we have se- 
cured an expert in economic enty- 
mology and are this summer add- 
ing to our staff one of the best ex- 
‘ perts in deciduous fruits to be found | 
in the state. If your department is 
able to speak with authority it will 
command the respect of the men of 
your community. 

‘Develop cooperation with every 
department of your school. No teach- 
er can do his best work in a school 
where petty jealousies and misunder- 
standings mar the relationship be- 
tween departments. .Your.work will

gether. 

*“Meet with committees of the lead- 
ing farmers in whatever lines of pro- 
duction are carried on in your dis- 
trict. Cooperate with the county 
farm adviser. You can be mutually 
helpful. Keep in touch’ with the do- 
ings in your farm centers. 


“Introduce farmer’s courses’ to 
work on problems of local interest. 
Publish in bulletins and in the local 
paper the results of your experiments 
and conferences. 

“Where not’ already 
start an employment committee‘ which 
may bring together the jobs of work 
and your students who wish work af- 
ternoons, Saturdays or during vaca- 
tions. The students of Chaffey re- 
ported earning $45,000 during a sin- 
gle summer, fore than two-third 
the cost of operation of this school 
for the entire year. If you can help 
place the pupils to advantage you 
are doing a service to them and to 
the community.”

100 MANY JAPS- 
OAYS OEN. PHELAN 


BIRTH OF JAPS IN LOS AN- 
GELES RURAL DISTRICT 
IS ONE-THIRD 





U. S. Senator Phelan Thinks 
That Now Is Time to Call a 
Halt of Immigration and Asks 
Which Side Are You on. 





Senator James 
sued the following statement; 

“T was’ surprised and alarmed to 
read the official statement that one- 
third of the births, outside of in- 
corporated cities and towns in Los 


Angeles county, California, were 
Japanesé. That means that one- 
third of the rural population are 


substantially Japanese, and as the 
rural population is the backbone of 
every country, the gravity of the 
situation must appeal to all think- 
ing men and women. The state 
board of health reports that the Ja- 
panese births in the last ten years 
have increased three thousand per 
cent, and the white births have de- 
creased about nine per cent. 

‘TI do not think we require any 
further confirmation of the silent in- 
vasion of (California directed from 
Japan, because Japan controls her 
nationals wherever they go. Cali- 
fornia is now just as Hawaii has 
been for some time past, a tributary 
colony to Japan. The rats are in 
the granary. They have gotten in 
under the door and they are breed- 
ing with alarming rapidity. We must 
get rid of them or lose the granary. 
What I mean to say the rats have 
gotten in under the door is the 
stipulation that no laborers would 
be given passports from Japan, but 
women are given passports on the 
theory that hey are the wives of 
the men who are already here.’ They, 
of course, cannot be bona fide wives 
of the men whom they have never 
seen, as we undeerstand marriage. 
These women work in the fields, as 
laborers and so circumvent’ the 
agreement and then they give birth 
to children and thus defeat the pur- 
pose of the agreement by increas- 
ing the horde of non-assimilable al- 
iens who are crowding the white 
men and women off the lands. If 
this is not checked now, it means. 
the end of the white race in Cali- 


fornia, the subdivision of American 
institutions and the end of our 
Western civilization. The fight is

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No More Guessing and Haphaz- 
ard Methods When Law Be- 


comes Effective on July 22nd-> 


2000 Bounds Standard. 


New state hay weighing bill be- 
comes effective on July 22, announced 
S. F. Kelley, sealer of weights and 
measures, 


This law puts ‘into effect the sale 
of baled hay by net weight and pro- 
vides that bales broken at point of 
destination shall be included in the 
weight forming the basis of settie- 
ment. Variance in weight due to 
broken bales has for years been a 
menace to hay shippers. Under the 
operation of this act there will be no 
incentive to purposely break bales to 
profit by the breaking. Under the 
new bill the sale of hay at guess 
weights, stick weights, or any weights 
in conflict with the true and honest 
record of weight <is prohibited. 


The law requires the hay baler to 
base his charge for baling on a true 
record of weight. 


The law further provides that no 
baler or presser of hay shall put or 
conceal in any bale of hay anything 
whatever for the purpose of in- 
creasing the weight of the bale with 
intent to defraud. This will have 
the effect of placing a direct limit 
upon the baling of adobe, rocks, 
and other foreign matter in hay. The 
bill prohibits the sale of hay by the 
long ton, and establishes 2000 Ibs. 
net weight as the standard ton in 
the sale of hay.

Details 
of the new organization have not 
yet been worked out, but are e@Xx- 
pected shortly from the headquar- 
ters in Pittsburgh. The organiza- 
tion’s office in the Alexandria hotel, 
Los Angeles, has been a buay one 
for the past several weeka, each day 
seeing a long string of visitors.

ECONOMICAL DISHES. 

Milk as a food is one of the great- 
est importance. We are told that a 
quart of milk should be 
used. daily for each mem- 
ber of the family before 
any meat is purchased. 
In. thousands of homes 
where there afe little 
children, milk, because 
it has increased in price, 
has been cut down to 
barely a pint per family, 
while meat which is considered such 
a necessity is bought regardless of 
price. Milk, even at 15 cents a quart, 
fs the cheapest protein food we can 
buy. Skim mflk, which sells for half 
the price of whole milk, makes a 
most wholesome food amd may he 
used in hundreds of dishes in which 
the whole milk was thought neces- 
sary. It is both unwise and false 
economy to save on milk and spend ~~ 
it on meat and more expensive pro- | ~~ 
tein products. 

Dates at the present moment are 
not cheap and are not economical to 
buy often, at 50 or 60 cents a pound, 
but before long they may get buck 
to the old price or near it and we will 
then feel that we can indulge in them 
with impunity.
